. GARNISHMENTS TO COLLECT JUDGMENTS ARISING FROM SITUATIONS OTHER THAN CONSUMER LOANS, CONSUMER CREDIT S8ALES OR
CONSUMER LEASES ARE SUBJECT TO THE RESTRICTIONS OF:§8-10-7, Cogla of Alabama 1975, and Title 15, §1673, United States Code ("U.5.C.").

Under Alabama and federal law, the amount subject to gamishment to collect :such judgments shall not exceed the LESSER of:

(1) twanty-fiva (25) parcent of “disposable eamings” for the week; OR

(2) the amount by which “disposable eamings” for the week axceed thirty (30) times the fedaral minimurm hourly wage in effect at the time the eamings are
payable.

Il GARNISHMENTS TO COLLECT JUDGMENTS ARISING FROM CONSUMER LOANS, CONSUMER CREDIT SALES OR CONSUMER LEASES ARE

A process of gamishment has been delivered to you. This means that a Court may order your wages, maney in & bank, sums owned ta you, or other
praperty belonging to you, to be paid Inta Court to satisfy a judgment against you,

Laws of the State of Alabama and of the United States provide that in some circumstances certain money and property may not be taken to pay certain
types of court judgmaents, because certain money or property may be “exempt” from garnishment. For example, under State law, in some circumstances, up to
$7.500 in personal property, including monay {except wages, salaries or other compensation), bank accounts, autormobiles, appliances, etc, may be exempt
from process of garmishment. Similarly, under Federal law, certain benefits and certain welfare payments may be exernpt from gamishment. Benefits and
payments ordinarily exempt from garnishment include, for example, Social Security payments. 581 payments, veteran's benefits, AFDC {welfare) payments,
unemployment compensation payments, and warkers' compensation payments.

If you do not fila a claim of exemption, your property may be turned over to the court and ta the plaintiff on the judgment against you,
